Voting returns for Menlo Park 
are not obtainable at time of the 
Recorder’s going to press. The 
County Clerk’s office reports that 
these have not been segregated. Re- 
alizing that the voters of this dis- 
trict are interested in knowing the 
local reaction to county and state 
issues the RECORDER will print 
these returns next Friday. 

The total vote cast in the county 
was 53,684. The total registration 
was 82,949. Bropositions No. 2 and 
No. 11, which were causing the 
most controversy, both lost by large 
majority. No. 2 (Dog racing) polled 
14,250 in favor and 35,107 opposed. 
No. 11 (Fair Employment Practice 
Act) polled a Yes vote of 12,772 and 
No vote of 31,907. 

Propositions pertaining to the 
welfare of the public school system 
passed in the maner to benefit edu- 
cational progress, No. 3 and No. 9 
receiving-Jarge majority votes. 

The establishment of a Sequoia 
Hospital District carried by a 6 to 1 
vote in favor of the plan. 

On the county bond issues part of 
which were approved, the vote was 
as follows: 

1. Detention home—yYes, 
no, 14,189. 

2. Health center—Yes, 24,474: no, 
19,750. 

3. Canyon Sanitarium—Yes, 31,858 
no, 12,365. 

4. Relief home—yYes, 30,920; no,

There are families whose purses 
are full who will pay any price to 
obtain what they want, but the 


general run of housewives in this 
community have turned their backs 
on meat since the OPA went off 
and prices soared. 

From all butchers contacted we 
learn that prices are now going 
down; no great land but a 
gradual settlement toward a more 
normal level. That long standing 
situation between the retail and 
wholesale butchers is now reversed. 
The retailer has been calling his 
wholesale house, “begging for a few 
bones” (as one butcher puts it), to 
be told that beef was so much a 
pound, and little did it matter to 
the wholesaler that the little butch. 
er could not pay his price, since 
there were always hotels and res- 
taurants, catering to their wealthy 
clienteles, who would pay high for 
their steaks and chops.—Now the 
wholesale houses are again sending 
their salesmen to the little butcher 
shops. 

Ed Nooney—of Safeway Stores: 
“The women did not like it, , They 
postponed buying all week, except 
the less expensive cuts. Saturday 
they loosened up a bit and bought 
what they wanted. The women can 
control the situation. Beef and veal 
have already gone down. Lamb and 
pork are still up,”

Lydon Hanley—of Duca and Han- 
ley: “Business was poor at first,, but 
picking up again. Pork is going 
down a little. Understand that beef 
and veal are both going down. All 
prime cuts will be reasonable.

Negative And Positive Freedoms 


Release from any form of compulsion is a form of freedom,—what 
may be called. “negative freedom,” or the freedom of not being com- 
pelled to do what one does not wish to do. But true freedom is more, 

—it is a “positive freedom.” A positive freedom implies a responsi- 
bility TO DO what should be done. An individual or a society that 
does not understand and accept this responsibility can not remain 
FREE. 


Applying this to a little weekly newspaper. We know that our good 
name in a community depends partly on what we refrain- from 
printing, and we assure our readers it is a pleasure (even if it be 
a negative freedom) to omit from our limited pages all the scandal 
and crime that we can avoid printing and still remain a home- 
town reporter. 


But this refraining alone will not earn us the place we covet in 
our community. We must understand our local issues the best we 
can, and we must fearlessly lake our stand upon them to the best of 
our knowledge. 


Ralph Crosman, dean of the College of Journalism at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado, recently made a biting indictment against newspa- 
pers. He did more than generalize,—he tabulated a ten-item bill of 
particulars. We read them with interest. While we had no feeling 
of personal penance (since we never intended to commit these 
crimes), neither did we feel any impulse to pat ourselves on the back! 
Perhaps newspapers are not all guilty of the dishonest practices the 
professor includes in his tirade,—still, we think his list of evils is a 
good one for us to ponder as we try to take a stand for the “posi- 
tive freedoms” of world progress. 

Here follows Dean Crosman’s ten allegations, every sentence headed 
by the word “NEWSPAPERS”: 


1. Are failing to guide people in voting intelligently. 
2. Are failing to give information about the rest of the world. 


3. Are misleading people by selection, emphasis and distortion in 


headlines. 
4. Too often publish only the surface of events. 
. Neglect to understand the common people’s problems,

6. Give the impression of favoring public utilities against interests 


of the people. 
. Have “sacred cows” which they protect. 
8. Publish the trivial for sensation, and neglect the significant. 
9. Allow political prejudices to color news. 
10. Are not fair to opposition in political campaigns.

November 11, 1918, was a momentous day. In that year November 
11 saw the truce between the fighting forces of a mighty world 
war. “World War” then was not capitalized, and had no “No. 1” fol- 
lowing its foul name. 

We went quite mad in our revelry,—in our celebration of this 
Armistice Day. In the great cities the riotious hilarity made a sober 
man shrink. In the exuberance at our release from hostilities we 
seemed to be thinking only of ourselves, to be celebrating OUR es- 
cape from the hell that had already taken so many who could not 
join us in the celebration. Here was freedom at last! But never was 
there a clearer case of “negative freedom.” We were free to stop 
doing what we did not want to do, and we seemed satisfied. 

True, there were hundreds of men and women with vision who 
knew that freedom was not earned by cessation of hostilities,—who 
knew that true freedom could only come with world freedom, with 
the understanding of international issues and by DOING SOME- 
THING about them. But they were too few. The overwhelming ma- 
jority of us ignored the sacred trust of a “positive freedom” and la- 
ter we became most satirical when November 11 rolled around and 
we found that cur negative freedom had not been enough. We ad- 
ded No. 1 after World War, and began our No. 2. 

The very words “World War 3” are sickening—and frightening. 
But looking the other way does not erase an enemy, It will take all 
our courage to look at life (one-world life) with both eyes open,— 
the courage to see that disarmament is made UNIVERSAL, and cour- 
age to follow Universal Disarmament with action—action for Peace.

FREEZING is an ideal method 
for preserving part of the game 
your hunter brings home, but game 
laws restrict the period for which 
it may be held even in a home 
freezer. 


California law specifies that in 
order to keep venison longer than 
10 days after the close of the sea- 
son, you must have a permit from 
the Bureau of Patrol of the State 
Division of Fish and Game. One 
daily bag limit of other game may 
be held if the package bears a 
Bureau of Patrol seal. 

Armed with these documents, and 
a home freezer, it’s easy to freeze 
venison, bear meat or other large 
game. Since only high quality meat 
yields a palatable frozen product, 
the hunter should be sure that the 
animal is properly bled and cleaned 
immediately after shooting. The 
carcass should be thoroughly chill- 
ed, then cut. Pieces for freezing 
should be cut in “one-meal sizes,” 
and boned, if possible, to save 
freezer space. 

Careful wrapping is extremely 
important for any frozen food. Use 
aluminum foil or paper that is

moisture-proof and _ vapor-proof. 
Household waxed paper or regular 
market paper won’t do because 
neither provides enough protection 
against drying. Pull the paper 
tightly around the meat and 
smooth it to force out as much air 
as possible. Seal the wrapping with 
a warm iron or “drug-store” fold. 
Then cover the wrapping with stoc- 
kinet or locker paper to guard 
against tearing. Label to show the 
kind, weight, and date of freezing. 
Place immediately in freezer. 

Rabbits and other small game are 
prepared for freezing like chicken. 
Immediately after killing, they 
should be skinned, beheaded, and 
cleaned. Wash thoroughly, chill, 
and cut into cooking-size pieces. 
Wild fowl is bled and dressed like 
domestic poultry and may be left 
whole or cut in pieces. Pack dis- 
jointed game or fowl in moisture- 
proof cartons. Whole fowl may be 
wrapped in cellophane or pliofilm 
bags, or wrapped in aluminum foil. 
Re-wrap with stockinet, or heavy 
paper to prevent tearing. Label, and 
freeze immediately.
